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You,  who  in  just  a few  days  now,  will  be  coming  to  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  must 
be  very  active  in  getting  ready:  saving  your  money  — organizing  the  family  — check- 
ing the  tires  — thinking  about  why  it’s  worth  all  the  effort  — looking  at  and  thinking 
hard  about  your  Monthly  Meeting,  your  Meeting  for  worship  — wondering  what  St. 
Mary’s  College  will  be  like  this  year  — guessing  who  will  be  there ! It  will  be  a miracle 
when  we  all  arrive. 

We  can  promise  each  other  that  this  will  be  a special  Yearly  Meeting  — special 
and  different  for  each  of  us  and  in  some  things  special  and  different  for  all  of  us.  For  our 
times  are  special  and  different.  The  winds  of  change  are  blowing  through  our  lives,  our 
schools,  our  homes,  our  families  and  through  our  times  of  worship  together.  Praise  be! 

What  welcomes  us  this  year  to  Yearly  Meeting  is  what  invited  early  Friends  to 
join  each  other  as  Seekers  — the  experience  of  a revolutionary  time.  “If  there  is  any 
period  one  would  desire  to  be  born  in  — is  it  not  the  era  of  revolution  when  the  old 
and  the  new  stand  side  by  side  and  admit  of  being  compared;”  asked  Emerson,  “when 
all  the  energies  of  man  are  searched  by  fear  and  hope;  when  the  historic  glories  of  the 
old  can  be  compensated  by  the  rich  possibilities  of  the  new  era ? This  time  ...  is  a 
very  good  one  if  one  but  knows  what  to  do  with  it.” 

How  lucky  we  are  to  have  nearly  five  days  together  to  seek  out  such  meanings 
in  times  of  meditation  and  worship  and  discussion;  in  the  discipline  of  large  meetings  all 
together;  in  the  loneliness  of  being  just  one  among  all;  the  joy  of  discovering  we’re  in  love 
with  each  other,  and  over  all  the  expectancy  that  that  Spirit  of  God  — of  love  — of 
our  best  and  unguessed  beauty  — may  break  out  any  time  among  us. 

From  earliest  days  we  called  ourselves  Seekers.  Come  to  Moraga  seeking  God  in 
each  other.  In  this  world  which  crushes  and  lifts  us  together,  seek  God  in  silence  and  in 
nature.  Look  well  and  long  at  one  another.  Seek  God  in  God.  In  that  seeking,  we  will 
find  ourselves.

When  our  Yearly  Meeting’s  Executive 
Committee  met  last  March  (just  a few  days 
ago,  it  seems  now)  we  tried  to  think  of 
how  to  put  into  our  ten  plenary  sessions 
all  the  reports  we  need  to  hear,  all  the  busi- 
ness, the  concerns  which  move  our  Monthly, 
Quarterly  and  other  regional  meetings. 
Young  Friends  helped  us  say:  “O,  could 
we  only  free  ourselves  to  speak  to  some 
theme  of  our  future  rather  than  to  so  much 
accounting  of  our  past!”  And  such  a theme 
was  suggested,  “Friends  in  a Revolutionary 
World.”  No  great  enthusiasm  or  general 
acceptance  of  that  wording  resulted  — it 
seemed  a bit  wistful  and  wondering  about 
the  place  we  find  ourselves.  The  Committee 


minuted  that  it  “.  . . anticipated  that  a 
theme,  perhaps  now  unforeseen,  may  emerge 
during  Yearly  Meeting  . . .”  and  hoped  that 
our  Peace  and  Social  Order  Committees, 
as  well  as  representatives  from  other  Friends 
bodies,  might  forsake  the  tradition  of  rely- 
ing on  a series  of  reports  of  conferences, 
committee  meetings  and  projects  in  favor 
of  drawing  on  the  insights  we  have  received. 
Better  it  seemed  to  comment  on  themes 
or  general  topics  which  inquire  where 
Friends  are  today  and  what  we  are  about. 

You  have  seen  in  the  May  Friends  Bulle- 
tin the  outline  of  our  time  together  and 
suggestions  in  most  general  terms  of  the 
agenda.  It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Rep- 
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resentative  Committee  to  make  these  sug- 
gestions specific. 

I have  found  a considerable  restlessness 
among  Friends  towards  the  large  group 
plenary  sessions,  lest  time  there  be  spent 
in  routine  discussing  and  decision  making 
which  might  better  be  devoted  to  consid- 
ering matters  we  carry  in  our  hearts  and 
minds  each  day. 

Let  me  name  some  of  these  in  large,  gen- 
eral terms.  Better  than  the  theme  of  revolu- 
tion for  us  may  be  the  consideration  of 
the  phrase  “new  life  styles.”  The  questions: 
“Is  there  a Quaker  revolution?”  and  “Is 
there  a Quaker  life  style?”  begin  to  suggest 
the  interchangeability  of  the  terms. 

Life  styles  suggest  areas  of  concern 
general  and  specific: 

Our  environment:  our  ecology:  our 
communities,  or  are  they  communes? 

Our  usefulness  and  effectiveness  in 
confronting  power  and  violence  with 
love:  can  we  stop  any  war?  transform 
violence? 

Have  we  a social  order  and  a polit- 
ical process  which  reflects  our  faith 
and  practice?  Have  we  a faith  and 
practice  relevant  to  where  we  find 
ourself? 

What  are  we  learning  about  com- 
municating with  one  another?  Dia- 
logues, co-counseling,  sensitivity  ses- 
sions, retreats,  etc.,  etc. 

What  are  we  learning  from  our 
schools?  Friends’  education. 

I am  wondering  whether  we  could  use 
some  of  our  plenary  sessions  on  these  gen- 
eral theme-subjects,  opening  with  thought- 
ful persons  introducing  the  subject  from 
their  point  of  interest  and  experience.  The 
attempt  would  be  to  reflect  interest  and 
experience  from  young  and  old,  from  our 
skilled  and  professional  people,  from  the 
largest  variety  of  meetings  and  worship 
groups  and  the  wisest  Friends.  A measure 
of  the  usefulness  of  this  would  be  to  draw 
together  the  entire  Yearly  Meeting  in  con- 
sideration of  where  we  are  as  measured  by 
the  topic. 

Much  business  needs  being  done  at  Year- 
ly Meeting.  Only  Representative  Commit- 
tee can  guide  us  in  how  much  time  we  can 
spend  in  this  thematic  exploration  of  our 
Yearly  Meeting’s  faith  and  practice.  Its 
value  would  be  measured  by  its  usefulness 
to  Monthly  Meetings  as  they  confront  the 
same  topics.  Let’s  be  flexible!  Have  faith! 
And  be  expectant!

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(Stephen  Thomas,  Friend  in  the  Orient,  who 
wrote  the  following  letter  on  February  5,  1970, 
is  expected  to  attend  this  year’s  sessions  of  Pa- 
cific Yearly  Meeting  and  give  further  comment 
on  events  and  conditions  in  the  Far  East. — Edi- 
tor) 

I am  in  Saigon  and  will  travel  to  Quang 
Ngai  for  a second  visit.  This  trip  away  from 
Taiwan  allows  for  some  exploration  of  the 
realities  of  life  there  and  how  the  govern- 
ment keeps  control. 

Taiwan  has  been  under  martial  law  since 
1949,  when  the  constitution  was  “sus- 
pended” for  the  duration  of  the  civil  war. 
In  preparation  for  the  occupation  of  Taiwan 
by  the  Nationalist  leaders  and  their  army, 
virtually  every  Taiwanese  who  had  consid- 
ered fighting  for  independence  was  killed 
or  imprisoned;  between  10,000  and  20,000 
were  executed,  and  a whole  generation  of 
potential  or  real  leaders  was  lost. 

Any  sort  of  dissident  activity  has  been 
brutally  suppressed  and  there  are  said  to 
still  be  about  200  political  executions  per 
year.  Between  4,000  and  20,000  persons  are 
imprisoned  for  terms  beginning  at  seven 
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The  Friend  in  the  Orient  Committee, 
having  last  year  found  exactly  the  right 
people  to  be  our  next  Friends  in  the  Orient, 
Ben  and  Madge  Seaver,  has  had  for  its 
main  task  this  year  informing  Meetings 
and  interested  Friends  of  our  hopes  for 
what  they  will  be  able  to  do  and  the  im- 
portance of  providing  them,  as  representa- 
tives of  Yearly  Meeting,  with  the  where- 
withal. I write  this  aware  of  the  sensibilities 
of  the  Seavers  but  trust  that  they  and  you 
will  agree  that  it  would  be  irresponsible 
to  ask  Friends  to  do  service  for  us  and 
then  not  provide.  The  following  is  part  of 
a letter  sent  recently  to  Monthly  Meetings: 

Our  new  Friends  in  the  Orient,  Ben  and 
Madge  Seaver,  will  be  leaving  in  the  fall 
after  Yearly  Meeting  for  Hong  Kong,  to 
stay  for  two  years.  They  will  be  our  “pres- 
ence” across  the  Pacific,  carrying  our  friend- 
ship not  only  to  Friends,  but  to  all  whom 
they  meet;  they  will  seek  to  understand 
the  cultures  and  the  political  situation,  and, 
very  important,  will  write  back  for  publica- 
tion in  the  Bulletin  and  elsewhere,  as  way 


years.  Public  dissent  brings  quick  action  of 
house  arrest  for  well  known  persons  and 
abduction  in  the  night  for  others  such  as 
students.  Surprisingly,  many  of  those  ar- 
rested are  retired  Nationalist  soldiers  who 
wish  to  return  to  the  mainland. 

Elections  are  few;  but  in  most  of  the  city 
elections  where  it  was  possible,  Taiwanese 
have  been  elected,  usually  not  Nationalist 
KMT  members.  These  winners  are  encour- 
aged to  join  the  National  People’s  Party 
(KMT)  and  sometimes  do. 

The  intent  of  the  government  is  not  to 
return  to  the  mainland  but  simply  to  have 
a justification  to  rule.  There  are  over  9 mil- 
lion Taiwanese,  but  only  about  3 million 
former  mainlanders,  and  about  100,000  with 
any  power  of  consequence. 

This  supposition  is  borne  out  by  the  fact 
that  the  entire  educational  system  is  geared 
to  getting  the  sons  of  the  wealthy  National- 
ists and  Taiwanese  out  of  the  country  into 
the  U.S.  Also,  with  the  new  visa  regula- 
tions, more  Chinese  are  allowed  to  become 
U.S.  citizens,  and  it  is  significant  that  many 


opens,  in  order  to  increase  our  understand- 
ing and  effectiveness  in  dealing  with  our 
own  governments  in  the  interest  of  peace. 

For  this  money  will  be  needed.  The 
Friend  in  the  Orient  Committee  estimates 
$8,000,  if  we  want  Ben  and  Madge  to  be 
able  to  do  the  traveling  necessary  for  the 
most  informed  opinion,  and  want  them  to 
visit  Friends  in,  for  instance,  Tokyo,  Seoul, 
Singapore  and  Bangkok.  We  hope  that  we 
can  ask  them  to  visit  Australia  and  New 
Zealand  and  Indonesia  too.  What  they  will 
be  able  to  do  depends  on  how  much  con- 
cern we,  as  Meetings  and  individuals,  feel. 

The  Friend  in  the  Orient  Committee  now 
has  in  hand  enough  money  to  pay  for  two 
round  trips  to  Hong  Kong,  and  very  little 
more.  If  you  feel  that  we  should  make  their 
two  years  as  effective  as  possible,  please 
remember  the  Friends  in  the  Orient  project 
generously.  We  can’t  spell  out  who  should 
give  what;  we  trust  your  own  guidance. 
We  are  grateful  to  Ben  and  Madge  for  re- 
sponding to  the  request  that  they  go  for  all 
of  us  in  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting. 
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of  the  top-ranking  officials  are  applying  to 
become  U.S.  citizens. 

Economically  the  situation  is  progressing 
well  with  a GNP  increase  of  about  ten  per 
cent  a year.  But  much  of  this  progress  is 
eaten  up  in  taxes  to  pay  for  a 600,000  man 
army,  one  of  the  largest  in  the  world.  Its 
major  function  is  to  indoctrinate  the  young 
men  and  give  the  regime  a reason  for  ex- 
istence: defense  against  the  mainland. 

Superficially,  peace  and  prosperity  reign 
supreme,  a situation  which  prompted  one 
recent  church  leader  to  characterize  the 
island  as  a “paradise”;  but  in  fact  it  is  only 
that  the  regime  has  had  20  years  to  refine 
its  suppression.  The  recent  defection  of  a 
law  professor  gives  a hint  of  the  true  sit- 
uation. 

Taiwan  is  a good  example  of  the  type  of 
“democracy”  which  the  U.S.  has  been  will- 
ing to  support  in  Asia.  In  return  for  this 
we  are  allowed  to  station  10,000  military 
personnel  there,  and  use  the  island  as  one 
of  the  Asian  brothels  for  rest  and  recupera- 
tion leave.  This  type  of  strictly  military 
dictatorship  is  also  what  might  be  expected 
in  Vietnam.

LETTER  FROM 
HONG  KONG 

To  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting 
Dear  Friends, 

The  Hong  Kong  Meeting’s  deep  concern 
about  the  conflict  in  Indochina  has  been 
additionally  stirred  by  the  recent  extension 
of  the  war.  We  have  had  close  connections 
with  many  members  of  the  Quang  Ngai 
team  and  have  for  many  years  been  griev- 
ously aware  of  the  suffering  involved  in 
the  war.  Several  members  of  the  Meeting 
have  joined  in  recent  protest  meetings  out- 
side the  American  Consulate  here. 

We  urge  the  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  to 
make  the  strongest  representations  to  Presi- 
dent Nixon  for  further  extending  the  war, 
bringing  additional  suffering  to  larger  num- 
bers of  people  — many  of  them  women 
and  children.  We  are  also  making  known 
our  deep  disapproval  of  the  British  Gov- 
ernment’s failure  to  condemn  the  war, 
through  Quaker  organizations  in  England. 

Living  in  Asia,  we  are  acutely  aware  of 
the  great  needs  of  this  region  for  construc- 
tive development  and  are  appalled  that  the 
strongest  Western  country,  with  the  sup- 
port — active  or  passive  of  several  other 
Western  and  Eastern  countries  — is  de- 
stroying people,  means  of  production  and 
aspirations  of  making  a positive  contribu- 
tion to  the  well-being  of  the  people  of  this 
part  of  the  world. 

We  hope  and  pray  that  Friends  in  Ameri- 
ca and  Britain  and  indeed  throughout  the 
world  will  redouble  their  efforts  to  help 
end  this  ghastly  war.

“It  grew  out  of  the 
awareness  that  our  once-a-month  Business  Meet- 
ings just  do  not  give  us  enough  time  to  consider 
adequately  all  items  of  concern  to  us,”  reported 
the  Meeting’s  newsletter  . . . 

The  San  Luis  Obispo  Worship  Group  will  not 
meet  regularly  during  the  summer.

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This  fiscal  year  just  past  and  this  year 
of  the  spirit  just  starting  have  been  finding 
Friends  finding  themselves  and  one  another 
as  they  seek  together  for  things  very  new 
and  very  old  in  interrelationships.  While 
we  have  continued  in  the  old  corporate 
ways,  experimenting  anew  with  Meetings 
for  Worship  and  Meetings  for  Business, 
many  of  us  have  been  making  other  kinds 
of  experiments  in  being  together  corpo- 
rately. The  old  ways  continue  and  the  new 
continue  to  accumulate  into  the  old,  show- 
ing signs  of  becoming  old  also;  old  but  new. 
Quaker  Dialogues  go  on  and  on,  revealing 
new  facets  to  old  friends.  Discussions  and 
forums  show  no  signs  of  abating.  There 
continue  to  be  retreats. 

Perhaps  we  have  never  been  more  active 
than  in  these  years,  collectively  and  indi- 
vidually; perhaps  never  more  concerned; 
perhaps  never  more  involved  in  the  world 
around  us.  And  perhaps  this  is  why  we 
have  been  seeking  new  ways  of  being  quietly 
together,  new  ways  of  being  quiet  together; 
new  ways  of  finding  peace  and  strength. 

University  Meeting  reported  its  Spring 
Retreat  at  Quaker  Cove  “a  great  success 
for  the  40  adults  and  about  35  children  in 
spite  of  the  cold  wet  weather.”  Friends  had 
work  to  do  — the  State  of  the  Meeting 
report  — and  time  for  gaiety  and  discus- 
sions and  walks  along  the  beach.  Out  of 
the  retreat  emerged  a decision  that  Friends 
need,  in  addition  to  the  monthly  Meeting 
for  Business  a Meeting  for  Concerns  as 
well.  “After  lunch  and  cleanup,”  a retreat 
report  reads,  “we  dispersed,  having  a closer 
feeling  of  friendship  for  each  other  and  with 
our  Bellingham  Friends.” 

In  the  mountains  at  about  the  same 
time  — Camp  Cisquito  near  Saugus  — 
there  was  a similar  story  to  be  told,  with 
Friends  of  Orange  Grove  Meeting  gaining 
that  closer  feeling  of  friendship  without 
having  work  to  do. 

In  July  two  retreats  were  planned  at  Ben 
Lomond  Quaker  Center,  one  focused  on  the 
Fellowship  of  Reconciliation  and  the  other 
on  Jungian  psychology.  In  between  there 
was  a retreat  at  Kokokahi  enjoyed  by 
Honolulu  Friends. 

There  have  been  a good  many  other  re- 
treats, as  well  as  experiments  in  silence 
and  sightlessness  and  gatherings  for  deep- 
ening family  and  marriage  relationships. 

A retreat  may  be  called  something  else. 
There  is  Family  Camp,  scheduled  by  South- 


ern California  Quarterly  Meeting  at  Camp 
Sky  Meadows  August  29  to  September  4. 
Mike  and  Margaret  Yarrow,  formerly  mem- 
bers of  Orange  Grove  and  now  active  in 
Swarthmore  Meeting,  will  be  on  hand  to 
help  give  some  direction  as  Friends  consider 
such  questions  as:  What  is  Friends’  disci- 
pline, good  order?  How  do  we  evaluate  the 
variety  of  life  styles  in  our  meetings?  How 
do  we  feel  about  anger,  control,  guilt,  theol- 
ogy, death?  Further  information  about  this 
retreat  may  be  obtained  from  Family  Camp, 
Box  991,  Pasadena,  CA  91102. 

For  many  of  us  the  Pacific  Yearly  Meet- 
ing session  itself  is  a retreat,  stirring  our 
hearts  and  bringing  us  closer  together. 

On  the  back  page  of  this  issue  is  a poem 
by  Krista  Makepeace,  written  at  the  recent 
Orange  Grove  Retreat  and  speaking  for  all 
of  us  who  attended;  singing  for  us,  too:  the 
poem  was  put  to  music  by  Eva  Miller,  who 
accompanied  our  singing  on  her  guitar.

CONFERENCE  MEMBERSHIP 

Dear  Friends, 

Ferner  Nuhn’s  article  regarding  Pacific  Yearly 
Meeting’s  closer  connection  with  Friends  General 
Conference  speaks  to  a concern  that  has  bothered 
me  ever  since  coming  into  contact  with  West 
Coast  Friends  who  appeared  to  be  members  of 
Friends  General  Conference  and  then  discover- 
ing they  were  not! 

Outside  of  the  joint  effort  of  the  Southern 
California  Quarterly  and  California  Yearly  Meet- 
ing Friends  to  bring  that  inspiring  visit  with 
Dougas  Steere  to  Whittier,  there  has  not  been 
any  evidence  that  I have  seen  of  any  real  con- 
tact with  Friends  United  Meeting.  (Incidentally, 
why  has  not  that  sort  of  effort  become  a bi-  or 
tri-annual  affair  throughout  the  Yearly  Meeting, 
so  that  each  group  of  Quakers  in  their  area  can 
get  to  know  each  other  better?) 

Unfortunately,  I will  not  be  at  Yearly  Meet- 
ing, but  I hope  someone  there  will  go  even  further 
than  Ferner’s  proposal  and  suggest  full  member- 
ship in  Friends  General  Conference.  Supporting 
the  Conference  is  another  way  to  support  the 
Religious  Society  of  Friends.  It  is  disturbing  to 
think  that  what  we  as  a Yearly  Meeting  will  get 
out  of  such  a membership  affects  our  decision. 
Friends  General  Conference  offers  services  to 
Friends  and  non-Friends  which  cannot  be  gotten 
anywhere  else.  As  Friends  we  should  support  it 
to  the  fullest. 

This  is  the  Friends  national  organization  with 
which  we  as  unprogrammed,  non-pastoral  Friends 
have  the  most  in  common.  To  not  support  any 
national  Friends  organization  is  relinquishing  our 
responsibility  as  American  Friends. 

In  no  way  am  I suggesting  that  Pacific  Yearly 
Meeting  does  not  join  Friends  United  Meeting 
also  — but  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  should  be  a full 
member  of  Friends  General  Conference.

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DEATHS 

ARTHUR  OLIPHANT  died  on  April  11,  1970, 
after  an  illness  of  many  months  ended  with  his 
return  to  St.  Joseph’s  Hospital  in  Phoenix.  He 
died  while  in  a coma.  A Memorial  Service  was 
held  for  Arthur  on  April  14,  1970,  in  the  Phoenix 
Meetinghouse. 

RUDOLF  LOBELL,  whose  death  on  May  2, 
1970,  was  recorded  in  the  June  1970  Friends 
Bulletin,  was  born  in  Vienna,  where  he  studied 
and  was  a practicing  attorney  until  the  upheaval 
of  1938  when  he  and  his  wife  Gertrud  had  to 
flee  from  their  native  Austria.  They  had  their 
first  contact  with  Friends  in  England.  On  coming 
to  the  United  States,  Rudolf  found  a new  pro- 
fession. He  attended  library  school  and  became 
a librarian  at  the  University  of  Southern  Cali- 
fornia until  his  retirement.  Rudolf  was  brilliant 
of  mind  and  sensitive  and  gentle  of  spirit.  The 
hardship  of  being  uprooted  as  well  as  the  in- 
human cruelty  and  the  breakdown  of  law  and 
order  in  his  native  country  caused  deep  suffering 
for  Rudolf,  resulting  in  periods  of  depression  and 
broken  health.  The  Lobells  became  members  of 
Los  Angeles  Meeting  in  1953  by  transfer  from  the 
Meeting  in  Schenectady,  New  York,  and  Rudolf 
found  increasing  satisfaction  in  Meeting  activities 
until  his  last  illness  and  death.  A Memorial 
Service  was  held  on  June  21,  1970,  as  a part  of 
the  regular  Meeting  for  Worship.

CONCERNS 

“My  concern  in  writing  to  you  of  Berkeley 
Meeting,”  Don  Balderson  wrote  last  spring,  “is 
that  the  Meeting  should  know  what  I am  up  to, 
especially  since  the  Meeting  and  AFSC-North- 
ern  California  Region  have  been  in  large  measure 
responsible  for  helping  me  to  seek  the  Light  and 
holding  myself  up  to  it.  The  decision  I have  made 
involves  my  response  to  the  historic  Peace  Testi- 
mony of  Friends,  which  I have  been  convinced  of 
with  the  help  of  my  father  and  several  others  of 
the  Meeting.  The  ninth  of  April,  my  eighteenth 
birthday,  I did  not  register  for  the  draft,  nor  will 
I do  so,  as  long  as  I am  led  as  presently.  Un- 
registration is,  I feel,  the  only  position  consistent 
with  the  teaching  of  Jesus  Christ,  Quaker  testi- 
monies and  practices,  and  my  own  seeking  in  the 
Light.  I am  concerned  that  Friends  accept  that 
the  suffering  I take  upon  myself  by  this  inaction 
is  mine  totally  and  consciously,  and  that  Friends 
and  friends  do  not  try  to  bear  my  cross  for  me, 
seeking  instead  their  own  Christian  vocation.  What 
I do  is  my  path.  I accept  it  and  can  do  no  other, 
may  I find  the  light  in  this  and  in  the  future  . . .” 

Palo  Alto  Meeting  on  May  10  held  a special 
called  meeting  and  expressed  its  fellowship  and 
support  for  Riek  Boardman,  who  had  begun  to 
serve  his  sentence  for  draft  resistance.  A letter 
from  Rick  was  read.  It  said  in  part:  “.  . . the 
same  principle  lay  at  the  root  of  my  violation 
of  the  law  . . . that  people  everywhere  have  the 
inviolable  right  to  affirm  their  own  lives  and  the 
lives  of  all  men,  their  own  growth  and  the  growth 
of  all  men,  and  they  must  reject  any  attempt  by 
other  men  or  the  institutions  of  men,  to  make 
them  deny  those  lives  or  prevent  that  growth 
. . . As  I write  this  I think,  ‘These  are  noble 
sentiments  but  the  strength  of  my  commitment 
. . . has  never  been  tried.’  Perhaps  now,  in  prison, 
it  will  be  tried  for  the  first  time.  I approach  that 
test  with  awe  and  humility.  I am  not  afraid,  but 
perhaps  I am  not  wise  ...  If  I suffer  in  prison 
I hope  that  I will  find  the  strength  to  do  so  joy- 
ously — continuing  to  search  for  some  element 
of  brotherhood  with  my  jailers  and  fellow  prison- 
ers — even  as  I may  experience  pain.  You  can 
help  me  do  this  — you  have  helped  me  in  the 
past  — as  perhaps  I have  helped  you.  We  do  this 
by  building  our  own  lives  and  each  others’  lives 
day  by  day.  If  I can  trust  that  you  will  continue 
to  do  this  ‘on  the  outside’  I will  have  all  the 
strength  I need  to  do  my  time  ‘on  the  inside’ 
joyously”  . . .

How  do  Friends 
react  to  our  continued  afflluence  in  a world 
where  milions  are  starving?  to  armed  revo- 
lutionary struggles  where  unjust  social  and 
economic  conditions  prevail?  to  repression 
in  the  United  States  and  continued  war- 
making abroad?  to  radical  changes  in  sexual 
morality  and  the  rapidly  increasing  use  of 
drugs?  to  accelerating  destruction  of  the 
environment?  . . . “Increasing  conflict  on 
campuses  and  in  our  communities  confronts 
us  with  the  urgent  need  to  identify  and 
eradicate  the  roots  of  violence.  We  hope 
Friends  will  come  to  Yearly  Meeting  pre- 
pared to  search  together  for  approaches  to 
action  on  these  matters.
